From the Cape of Good Hope he gives 
you the Figures of two new woolly headed Heaths, with a 
lingular grafs from the Coajl of Guinea, and a fort of Jcf.weu- 
mn or baftard Wafp from Cape Mount Scrrado, t'nefe 4 f v om 
Africa } and from America we have a yellow Pimpernel with 
ftellated leaves, there being nothing like it froai ihe three

a very beautiful Beetle and an oculated Butterfly. 

This Table kprsfertted to the Bifhop or London. 
Tib. in. Tab 5. Fig. 1. Here is iigur'd a very uncommon LilelU 
or Adder bolt, far different from all our Englijh Kinds, with 
clouded Wings like thofe of a Z.ofw/2 : This was caught a- 
bout Aleppo. The two next are beautiful fpotted Moths, the 
firft from America, the other from India, caught alfo about 
Moutpelier, by that curious Collector of all Rarities, Mr 
Charlton 5 whereby we oblerve fome things common to Ajia 
and Europe, as well as America, which Dr S/a*# in his Ca- 
talogue of Jamaica Plants has given us no fmall inftance of: 
In this Plate are alfo difcovered fbmc other new Infects^ 
Shells and Plants, with the Figure of a beautiful Humming 
Bird, whofe Throat is of fo flaming a luftre, as is fcarce to 
be lookt oh, efpecially if the Sun (nines on it. 

The Dutchefs Dowager of Beaufort was a generous Bene* 
fa&refs to this Table. 
Tab. IV. Fijgiwe i> In the 4th Table he prefents you with a genu- 
ine Cicada from the Cape of Good Hope, very different from 
any in Europe, the Philippine Adianthum at Fig. 4. is perhaps 
one of the oddeft in Nature j this he copies from a defign 
the Learned Father Camel, a perfon extreamly curious in all 
parts of natural Hiftory,fentMr. Ray and. him : He hath al- 
fo received many other things, very uncommon, which you 
will fee in this and the following Decades. 

His two varieties of the Blatta B/zintina and his Sync 
nfms of them are not a little curious : As alfo a Figure of a 
Stella marina iromChina, whofe form is wonderful 5 he con- 
cludes with a green fort of a Spo»ge,wh'ich DrNiJfole,* curious 
Phjficiati and Botanijl, fent him from Mompelicr.

Egg. He in this Table gives you a wonderful Are/w ori*- 
feh Cafe, which by fom* is faid to be the product of the 
Bengali Silk; it has this peculiar and ftrange, viz. at the ex- 
tremity of a long pedicle or foot-ftalk is adjoyned a Ring, 
thro which wonderful Nature fafteas it to the twigs of 
Trees \ but for a better Idea of it, I infer you to its Figure.

Here we prefent you, viz. Tab. 6- Firft a non defcriptTab. Vi»- 
Eird<{ torn Maryland with a golden or yellow Throatj and 
from the fame place an odd Plant with a globular white 
head, 'which he calls Randalia, from the firft Difcoverer Of 
this Tribe. . From China and its adjacent Coafts are two or 
three peculiars difcovered, viz. A Fir- leaved Cyprefs from 
Chtifan^ an Ifland near Liampo : A White Cowry from ,'Emty 
with a. Saffron, circle, and a very Gngular criftated Barnacle 
fronf both thefe places, which he conjeftures the accurate 
Rondeleiius may have feen by a Figure only he gives which 
much refemble's it y the reft of the Plate is taken up with 
Plants from the Cape, of Good^Hope, and fome ExMckAni- 
nmis .from Africa, and America; from 1 Whicli laft place' he 
gives you a final! Fly with wonderful large feathtp'dHoTns. 

The Honourable Cafp Charles Hatt&nhas the Prefentation 
of this Table. 

Two elegant Cape Plants are the beginning of this 7th .^^ y|gj 
Table, with a Pellitory of the Wall from the Canaries; altOge-l 
ther different from what we have yet feen : To theft fuc- 
ceed two Foreign Butterflies., and three EngliflrMoihs. wbiCh 
laft were difcovered' by a very curious Gentlewoman in the 
Wejiot England, all which are wholly new. Fig 9; pre» 
fents you with zBtrntnting Bird of the largeft'fize,- With an 
elegant yellow fpeckled head, and this is ihe greater rari- 
ty, becaufe it's not only the firft Bird we have yet (sen 
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■die figure of from the Cape of Good Hope, but we knew 
none of this kind before common to any other part than 
America. At Figure 6 n a very odd Aurelia or Cafeworm, 
covered with bits of rwgs like ibme of our Caddus\ this 
was fent him from Carolina. He concludes this Plate with 
a Vegetable, we are obliged to him for the clearer know- 
ledge of, viz. the Canary Orchili, a fort of Mofs growing 
on the Rocky Mountains m thofe Iflands. This the Spani- 
ards ufe to give % fine* Dye to their Spanijh Leather. 

Dr Martyn Lifter, one of her Majejly's Phyjicians and 
F. R. S. obliged him with this Table. 
Tab. VIII. The greateft part of this 8th Plate is taken up with a 
vaft large and wonderful PhaUna or Moth, one of the 
biggeft any Mufaum could ever yet boaft of, being full 
nine inches between the tips of each Wing, and proporti- 
onably broad t, this was fent him firft from Dantzick, but 
■came from the Eafi Indies •, the reft are fome Plants from 
the Cape of Good Hope, with hrfe&s and Shells from divers 
parts of the World , particularly a Gurious Rhinoceros 
Beetle from Portugal, and a very elegant Capricorn, fent to 
him from Mofcotv by one of the tzar's Phy/kiws. 

That Curious Obterver Dr Tancred Robinfon, Fellow of 
the Colledge of Phyjicians and Royal Society has the dedicati- 
on of this Plate prefented to him. 

Tab \X ^^ ninf k ^ e k e §' ns witn tne ^ everal changes of a 
little Turtle Bee'le from the Philippine IJks obferved there, 

and very accurately delineated by the Reverend Pother 
George Jojeph Camel, a perfon very curious in all parts of 
Natural Hittory, and has promifed this Author the com- 
munication of them, which will be no fmall difcovery from 
fo remote a part of the World. Here follows fome Shells, 
one of" which is a Edanus very lingular brought him from 
the IJle of Ajeention, which with other things the IJland af- 
fords, he has given an account of in the Phtlofoph. Tranf 
anions, No 255. Here are 3 Papiiios, two from Angola, 
and one from the Cape, all very beautiful with two Tipul<e 
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or Water-fpiders, both which the Author hath ob'ferved m 
fome Ponds about London. But above all we muft not o- 
mit a very odd Animal, vk>- A Flying gukdrupede which 
Father Camel fent him a defign of, by the name of CatoSi- 
mim voians or Flying Cat Monkey ; the Author has defcri- 
bed it m the Pkilofoph. Tranf. No 277. whither I refer 
you, and here for its Figure, which is indeed very ftrange. 
Here are alfo two Algas or Sea Weeds, the laft a very ele- 
gant one from the Cape of Good Hope, fent him from that 
curious Correfpondent of his, Mr John Starremberg.

place, the greateft part fcarlet, much refembling our Virgin 
nia red Bird or Nightingale, but is peculiarly different in 
having a cleft Bill $ here are alfo fome Shells Figured, and 
an American Scarab or Beetle, with two black orbicular vei- 
•vetty fpots, refembling Eyes very particular 5 to thefe are 
added two rare Butterjties, the ift Fig. 6. a yellowifh one 
with fpots of black and blew, the only one the Author had 
ever feen, the other a very elegant caudated Pap'dio, be- 
fprinkrd underneath with curious bliftery fpots, mining like 
Silver over laid with a Golden luftre, both thefe out of 
Mr Cfarlton's noble Mnfeum, which is now in the hands ot 
Or Sloan, who himfelf had before a vaft Collection of all 
natural ihings, and not only from Jamaica where he perfo- 
nally was, but has and does daily add to them at his no fmall 
Expcnce, whatever can be procured both from abroad and 
at home.
